Discussing the work of the

gress today Dr. Koch of Berlin, who

said: "It will require a great cam- 
paign of education to check consump- 
tion and this is the chief duty of the 
international-- congress,

necessary in'treatment of tuberculo- 
sis. Every case should be issolated as 
long as bacilli are present."

ROCKEFELLER'S 


Multimillionaire Tells of Notable 


Events In His Career. 


DEFENDS THE STANDARD OIL, 


Corporations Hero to Stay, Says Oil 


King, and Should Be Created and 
Regulated Under Federal Laws—Pre- 
dicts Great Future For Rising Gen- 
eration. 


John D. liockefeller appears for the 


first time aa a writer iu :i scries of ar- 
ticles on "Some Random Reminiscences 
of Men and Events," the lirst of which 
recently appeared in the October issue 
of the World's Work. 


Mr. Rockefeller says at the outset 


that on a rainy morning, when golf is 
wanting, "I am tempted to become a 
garrulous old man aud tell some sto- 
ries of men aud things which have 
happened in an active life." He refers 
to the extent to which he has been 
associated with interesting people, es- 
pecially iu the business world, and con- 
tinues: 


"If one talks about one's experience, 


there is a uatural temptation to charge 
one with traveling the easy road to 
egotism; if oue "keeps silent, the infer- 
ence of wrongdoing is sometimes even 
more difficult to meet, as it -would then 
be said that there is uo valid defense 
to be offered. 


"It has not been my custom to press 


my affairs forward into public gaze, 
but I have come to see that if my fam- 
ily and friends -wane some record of 
things whieli might shed light on mat- 
ters that have beeu somewhat dis- 
cussed it is right that I should yield to 
their advice and in this informal -way 
go over again some of the events 
which "hare made life interesting to 
me. 


'•If a tenth of tlie things that have 


been said are true, then dozens of able 
aud faithful men \vho have been aso- 
ciated with me, many of whom have 
passed away, must have been guilty of 
grave faults. For myself I had de- 
cided to say nothing, hoping that after 
my death the truth would gradually 
conic to the surface and 
posterity 


would do strict Justice, but while I live 
and can testify to certain things it 
seems fair that I should refer to some 
points which I hope will help to set 
forth several much discussed happen- 
ings in a new light. I am convinced 
that they have not been fully under- 
stood. 


'•It has been said that I forced the 


men -who became my partners in the 
oil business to join with me. I would 
not have been so shortsighted. If it 
were true that I followed such tactics 
I ask would it have been possible to 
make of snch men lifelong compan- 
ions? For fourteen years I have been 
out of business and in eight or ten 
years have only once gone to the com- 
pany's office." 


Mr. Rockefeller speaks of the devel- 


opment of the Standard Oil company 
and says that the plan of selling direct 
to the consumer and the exceptionally 
rapid growth of the business "bred a 
certain antagonism -which, I suppose, 
could not have been avoided." Of the 
direct selling to the consumer he says: 


"This was done in a fair spirit and 


with due consideration for eyery one's 
rights. We did not ruthlessly go after 
the trade of our competitors and at- 
tempt to ruin it by cutting prices or 
instituting a spy system. If any of the 
employees of the company were over- 
zealous in going after sales they acted 
in violation of the expressed and 
known -wishes of the company." 


51r. Rockefeller says that in the early 


days the oil industry -was considered a 
most hazardous undertaking, not alto- 
gether unlike speculative mining un- 
dertakings, 
"None of us," he says, 


"ever dreamed of the magnitude of 
•what proved to be the later expan- 
sion." Further on he says: 


"Another thing to be remembered 


about the so called 'octopus' is that 
there has been no 'water' introduced 
into the capital (perhaps vre felt that 
oil and water would not have mixed), 
nor in all these years has any one had 
to wait for money which the Standard 
owed. It is a common thing to hear 
people say that this conipany has 
crushed out its competitors. Only the 
uninformed could make such an asser- 
tion. It has and always has had and 
always will have hundreds of active 
competitors. 
The Standard has not 


now and never did have a royal road 
to supremacy, nor is its success due to 
any one man, but to the multitude of 
able men who are working together." 


On the subject of the modern corpo- 


ration the arti' !e says: 


"Beyond question there is a snspi- 


cion of corpora lions. There may be 
reason for SIK!I suspicion very often, 
for a corj'oralion may be moral or im- 
moral, just as a man may be moral or 
ihy reverse, but it is fo33y to condemn 
all corporations because some arc brui 
or even lo be unduly suspicious of n]j 
hwans; s^nx* .ire bnd. But the corpo- 
ralion m form and character has come 
<o slay.

Under the heading "The Modern Cor- 


poration" Air. Rockefeller gives the 
views he expressed before the indus- 
trial commission in 1899. when he sug- 
gested federal incorpomtiou and con- 
trol aud in lieu of that state legislation 
as nearly uniform as possible. "I still 
feel," he now says, "as I did in 1S99. 


"I am far from believing that this 


(corporation regulation) will adversely 
affect the individual," says Mr. Rocke- 
feller, dwelling on "The New Opportu- 
nities." "The great economic era we 
are entering will give splendid oppor- 
tunity to the young man of the future. 
* * * I am naturally an optimist, 
and when it comes to a statement of 
what our people will accomplish in the 
future I am unable to express myself 
with sufficient enthusiasm." 


After commending the wealthy men 


who do not retire from business either 
through pride in seeing the further de- 
velopment of their plans- or through a 
sense of duty to their associates Rocke- 
feller concludes the first chapter of 
his autobiography with a paragraph 
that hints of his activity as "a beg 
gar." 


"Some men of business," he says 


"are so absorbed in their business af 
fairs that they hardly have time t 
think of anything else. If they do no 
interest themselves in a work outsid 
of their own office and undertake t 
raise money they begin with an apo' 
ogy, as if they are ashamed of them 
selves. 'I am no beggar,' I have heari 
many of them say, to which I coulc 
only reply, 'I am sorry you feel tha 
way about It.' I have been this sort o 
beggar all my life, and the experi 
ences that I have had were so interest 
ing and important to me that I wil 
venture to speak of them later." 


Other subjects to be taken up in th 


course of the autobiography will in 
elude the trust idea in philanthropy.

SUBMARINE WARSHIP. 


Holland Says It Will Be Able to Cross 


the Atlantic. 


John P. Holland of East Orange 


N. J.. inventor of the submarine boat 
has devised a deep sea submarine 
•which, he says, will be able to cross 
the Atlantic and revolutionize modern 
warfare. He says the new invention 
has been sold to a foreign government 
whose name he declines to make pub 
lie. 


''The new boat will have a speed of 


30 knots an hour," said Mr. Holland 
recently. '-It will be manned by a 
crew of five and will be so construct- 
ed as to lift the submarine from the 
plane of a coast and harbor defender 
to an instrument of aggressive war- 
fare. I offered the plans to the Unitec 
States navy department, but received 
no encouragement, so bad to sell them 
abroad. 
The navy department dis- 


counts the inventions of Americans 
and places a premium upon devices 
tried by other powers." 


The new boat -will be cigar shaped 


and can be sunk to a depth of 200 
feet. 
It will be strengthened to re- 


sist pressure under -water and will dis- 
charge a torpedo at twice the speed 
of the present torpedo. The vessel, 
according to the inventor, can accom- 
pany a battleship on any voyage, no 
matter what the length. 


Almost Perfect Mammoth. 


According to the SL Petersburg dis- 


patches, the expedition sent by the 
Imperial Zoological society to recover 
the remains of the mammoth recently 
uncovered in northern Siberia has re- 
turned with its r^.">- which proves to 
be the finest and uiost complete speci- 
men ever obtained. 
Even the trunk 


of the animal was secured, having 
been preserved undamaged by tlie in- 
tense coid. The whole skeleton Is in- 
tact, the head and jaws are perfect 
except for two teeth, and the body is 
covered -with a well preserved hide 
and shaggy hair. The specimen is the 
first ever excavated with the trunk in 
good condition. 


Austria's Venture With Radium. 


Austria's government intends to con- 


struct a real radium spring and build 
hotels, which it will control, at St 
JoacliimetaJ. near Carlsbad. Tiie water 
in Hie uranium mines there contains a 
large quantity of radium.

SPIRITED SPEECH 


AT NIGHT RALLY 


(Continued from Page l.) 


he trusted to speak upon the occasion 
was the governor of the .slate, and 
yet he was Ird into a most egregious 
blunder. 
Relying, presumably, upon 


reckless ' utterances of party hacks 
and irresponsible scribblers, he spoke 
of the last Democratic administration 
—1890 to 1891—as follows: 


"So deplorable w,as the condition of 


the state's finances at this time that 
the auditor had to resort to the prac- 
tice of making advance drafts on the 
counties of the state in anticipation of 
taxes to he collected, in order to get 
money enough to pay the running ex- 
penses of the state government and 
provide for the benevolent and other 
public institutions of the state." 


Had the governor taken the trouble 


to ascertain the facts, he would have 
found that the "practice of making ad- 
vance drafts" was first ''resorted to" 
half a century ago—in 1859—by a Re- 
publican administration under a lay- 
passed by a Republican legislature;
